T the eden age of 70,' Cap'n 


‘Jim Hartley took a last reef in . 


his slacks, set out for his final drinic 
of firewater and expired of heart 
failure in a Port Said cat house. 

Which-is just how Jim would have 
wished iti 

It was ‘twenty-eight years ago 
when I signed on with Jim as as- 
sistant purser to the S.S. Pinna—a 
‘tramp of Greek ownership that. 
wransported pilgrims to Jiddah—tht 
port for the holy city of Mecea. 


I was young for the job, but Jim 


didn't give a darn for my experience 
as a purser, He was interested in. the 
fact that-I could pickle a stiff and 
keep it reasonably fresh ‘from Port 
Suez to Jiddah. 

It started in a bar at Port Said. A 
young archacologist, _just returned 
from Luxor, was standing the drinks 
and regaling us, a little drunkenly, 
with stories of the excavations he had 
been making. Credulously, and there 
is no more credulous listener than 
a sailor ashore, we Hstened to his 
tales of mummies found intact, with 
skin and hair, after three thousand 
years of interment. 

From, along the bar, came a boom- 
ing voice: ‘ 

‘ “Three thousand years. and not 
even a smell?” the voice ‘sighed. “I 
‘wish Y could sign one o’, them em- 


balmers on for me next pilgrim trip.” ~ 


Our group ‘turned in thé direction 
of the voice and its owner—-Captain 
Jim Hartley-——slid his drink of tonic 
water along the, bar and introduced 
himself. 


We were all strange to the. port so” 
that the name of Jim Hartley didn’t — 


mean anything to us. He looked 
- what he was—a Captain of a down- 
at-heel -tramp—and yet, after a few 
minutes conversation, he mono- 
polised. the floor and had gained a 


_ peculiar respect from all of us, The. 


personality: of the man magnetised 
everyone -present and before long,

his way to Mecca, both he and his 
relatives feel a hundred per cent 
surer if the body is actually buried 
in the holy city. 

Since each cargo included at least 
a hundred pilgrims. who were on 
their last legs, no trip was ever made 
without ten. to twenty deaths en 
route. The best trip we ever had 
rated a mortality of 76. 


‘The Turkish authorities—who then 
controlled the ‘port of Jiddah—-were 
adamant, however, in their refusal 
to let a dead body be ldnded and 
thus was born the racket of smug- 
gling in “stiffs,” with relatives and 
friends paying them anything from 
ten to fifty Egyptian pounds for the 
safe delivery of the body. : 

Until my connection with Jim, his 
chief problem had been. one of smell. 
- There was little or no refrigeration 
in those days and most of the pil- 
_grims smelt bad enough alive, In the 
Red Sea heat, a body took on a faint 
odour of decay a few hours after 
death. After two days, it smelt worse 


than a cargo of guano. Multiply that. 


smell ten to twenty . times and’ you 
will appreciate Jim's problem, 
. fhe formaldehyde ‘worked won- 
ders.. With the aid of an old medical 
book, I made a hurried study of sur- 
face. anatomy and | then dug inex~ 
pertly. for the aorta and femoral 
artery; pumping the bodies full of 
pickle. Later we added the refine- 
ment of.a tank and kept the bodies 
floating in a bath of preservative. 

A day out of Jiddah, ‘the’ bodies 


_ would be sewn in sacks and deposit- 


-ed in the stokehold from whence they 


‘were eventually landed during: the 


operation of cooling.” 

Once ashore, it was an easy mat- 
ter to bribe a donkey man to smug- 
gle the body into Mecca. But that 
wasn't our affair. We collected our 
money on delivery ‘of. the “stiff” at 
the coaling station... 

Jim was just past ‘fifty when I 
sailed with him. Thirty-five years of 
his life had been spent at sea and 


- tweiity of those thirty-five years had 


been spent in Red Sea racketeering. 
From Suez to Hodeidah; from Mas- 
sawa to Cape Guardafui, everyone 
knew Jim Hartley. Gun’ running, 


slave trading, pearl smuggling, and - 


even minor piracy, had been part 07 
his life during that twenty years 
I don’t think he really cared about 


‘the money that his rackets earned. It 


was the fun that counted. It was 
Jim’s way of protesting against the 
conventions; an expression of 
ariarchy and part of his . essential 
philosophy of rebellion. 

Jim never drank until he retired 
from the sea. Then he made up for 
his years of abstinence and, accord- 


ing to reliable reports, accumulated . 
the most beautifully cirrhotic liver - 


“that ever graced an autopsy table. 
’ As a lover, however, Jim was re- 
nowned from Port Said to Perim. 
. Like the village Don Juan who, 
when asked how he mannoged to 
father so.many children, answered 
“I gotta bicycle,” 
paraphrased . the reply into "1 gota 
‘tramp steamer.” | 

Jim’s -vagrant. offspring must be 
‘prodigious. Yellow, black, brown 
and white; for: Jim had no colour 
love-making 
was concerned, Many a female pil- 
‘grim, who sailed to Jiddah with Jim, 


‘brought back more than the promise 
of paradise from her .trip. to Mecca. 


The. heritage, of Jim Hartley must 
be as prolific ‘In the Red Sea as the 
" descendants of Mohammed himself.

Jim’s last war time job was ‘the 


disposition of over a hundred thou- | 
‘sand pounds of baksheesh—bribing: 


Arab tradesmen, in the coast towns, 
to fallin with the Allies, 

They gave him an O.B.E. for his 
services; an honour which Jim felt 
was entirely unearned. 


“Fell,” he’ muttered the last time’ 


I spoke with him, “Any idiot with a 
hundred thousand quid in his jeans 
could make an Arab. fight on his 
side.” 

It was in 1925 that I saw the last 
of Jim. ‘Crippled by rheumatism 
and almost continually back-teeth- 


‘awash with liquor, he was earning 


a precarious living trading in Mas- 


sawan and Zanzibar pearls. Judging . 


by the vague air of secrecy. that sur- 
rounded his various dealings with 
the seamen who brought him pearls, 
I gathered that Jim had reverted to 


type and was making up for his four, 


years of honesty as a British. Iintelli- 
gence Officer. 


I said goodbye to him at the “house” _ 


in which he died. My last vision of 
Jim was obstructed by four frousy 
Maltese tarts for whom he was buy- 


-- ing- warm. beer. ..-- 


To return to the old ‘days. “Smug- 


pling stiffs was only one of our rac~: 


kets. -Bootlegging passengers were 
almost as profitable. 


This racket was a speciality of 


Jim’s. It was also, apart from its 


profit, his greatest source of satis-— 


faction. His grand gesture of con- 
tempt for the Greek owners. In’ fact, 


for Greece itself, for J. im’s pet hatred, 
was: anything or anyone that came - 


from that country.

Sea ports. By some mysterious 


‘means, Jim’s:' sailing” schedule, was:

MIRACLE in yarn and one of 

vital interest to women’s budgets 
is to make a,nation-wide appearance, 
Named Nylon and manufactured by 
the.du Pont Corporation, it is said to 
‘be “strong as steel, delicate as a 
spider’s web.” 


Nylon is already being experimen- ; 


tally produced and is made up by 
certain hosiery mills into “trial lines 
of stockings available for sale. The 
day of woman’s liberation from the 
embarrassment of runs is dawning. 
Newspapers report that Nylon is 
made of air, coal and water, but 


actually the process begins with ben- 


zene which is then carried through a 
series of chemical reactions to. a 
compound of high molecular weight. 
It is described scientifically as “syn- 
thetic fiber-forming polymeric amide 
having a protein-like chemical struc- 
ture.” Characterized by extreme 
toughness and strength, it has a pe- 
culiarity by which it may be formed 
into fibers and various shapes. It 
can be processed into brush bristles,

But best of all is its potential 
use as thread for stockings; it is 
strong, elastic, lustrous and beautiful, 
It absorbs very little moisture and 
remains aE RIE=DIOOE after wash- 
ing. 

A comparison of certain charac- 
teristics of Nylon and silk will ex- 
plain the reason for this. . The rela- 
tive tensile strength: of silk is.1, 
Nylon 1.3; elongation. power of silk 
12.9, Nylon 25.7; loss in’ strength 
‘when wet, silk 24.5, Nylon 14.7; 
elastic recovery under controlled 
conditions, silk 65, Nylon 77; appro-~ 
ximate moisture content under 


‘standard conditions, silk 15, Nylon 3. 


Some’ women erroneously ' believe 
that Nylon will not run at all. Nylon 
stockings will run, but they will not 
be subject to as many “accidents” as 
are silk stockings. 

One of the reasons for the delay in 
the release of Nylon products to the 
public is that it still possesses certain 
inherent faults. The amount of mois- 
ture abgorption, for example, which 
any fiber possesses is an important 
measure of its desirability as textile 
fiber. Wool, which absorbs large 
amounts, is an especially comfortable, 
fiber and feels warm and dry even 
when exposed to high humidity;. a 
fiber which absorbs no moisture at 
all would be as uncomfortable to 
wear as rubber. According to re- 
‘ports, Nylon does feel cold -and 

,clammy, and: while this may not im- 

pede its use in hosiery, it will be a 
considerable obstacle to its .utiliza- 
tion. in the manufacture of~ other 
articles of clothing. 

Manufacturers claim that fiey- are 
experiencing serious difficulties in 
-winding, warping and sizing Nylon 
and say that it breaks too often in 
the weaving process. There is also 
the possibility, that the yarn is so 


‘tough as to affect the needles of Kknit- 
ting machines. 
Assuming that’ these difficulties 
will be overcome Nylon: will prob- . 


ably first appear on the market as a 


thread. It is planned to license 20 
or 30 hosiery mills to use it, The 
Belding-Heminway-Corticelli Co.. is 
planning to market Nylon sewing 
thread selling at 5 cents for 50 yards, 
at first only in black and_ white. 
Seaming thread of Nylon is already’ 
being. produced by the Premier 
Company and many hospitals have . 
been using Nylon sutures with good 
results, 


As with other new res efforts ; 
are already being made to exploit the 
trade name in an unscrupulous man- 
ner. A Chicago mail-order house is 
advertising Nylon-toed stockings at 
$1.19 a pair. The du Pont Company 
states that the Nylon was obtained 
from an unknown source, without 
their knowledge, and that its use is. 
premature because it is not yet ready 
for Ixnitting. 

Rivals of Nylon are already an- 
nounced, The Union Carbide and 
Carbon Chemicals Corporation is 
preparing ‘“Vinyon” for which - it 
claims qualities superior to. Nylon. 
“Vinyon” is claimed to be non-in~ 
flammable and it has been _ stated 
“that fishing nets made of Vinyon 
catch more fish than those made of 
other fibers.” , 

Celanese is also readying a product 
in the’same line and it is quite possi- 
ble that other hosiery mills unable 
to obtain Nylon licenses will develop 
their own processes. The Gotham 
mills are known 'to be spending large 
sums on research in this direction. 

The anticipated expansion of the 
market for Nylon and other artificial 
thread stockings will seriously affect 
-the sales of silk and may result in 
affecting the whole hosiery industry. 
Industrialists fear that the use of 
more durable stockings will lead to 
the curtailment of labour and may 
cause hardship. Nevertheless, prota- 
gonists of the new product feel that

This passage ran:— 

“What we demancd-in this war. . - 
ix that the world be made fit and 
safe to Hve in; and porticularly that 
it be made safe for every peace-lov- 
ing: nation which, Hke our own, wish- 
cs to live {ts own life, determine Its 
own Institutions, be assured of jus- 
tiee and fair dealing by the other 
peoples of the world as against, force 
and sclish aggression.”

‘This demand is not far from the 
sc of the Western "democra- 
rance and Great Britain, in 
the present war. It makes no men- 
tion of “democracy.” It does claim 
that nations should be free to deter 
mine their own Institutions and to 
be assured of justice and falr deal- 
Ing against force and — selfish 
aggression.” It does not assume that 
every nation is ripe for the degree of 
responsible individual freedom that 
is ntin] to the proper working of 
representative democratic institu- 
tions, It does assume that whatever

of dealing with international affairs, 


Dare I confess that I do not like 
the word “democracy"?

Here we ‘come to one of the deeper 
issues of this war. The exercise of 
demoerntle freedom carries with it 
methods of give and take, of ,com- 
promise, that do not always make 
for the highest, Immediate eMciency. 
In this respect “democracy” often 
appears inferior {o dictatorship or 
other forms of absolutism as a means 
of “getting things done." 

In time of peace this degree of in- 
feriority, this margin of ineMciency, 
may be inevituble. Indeed, «1 have 
Jong looked upon the margin of In- 
efiicieney under representative sys- 
tems of koverninent as a kind of In-

surance premium whith free peoples 
pay, in time of peace, against the 
risk of catastrophe whenever o change 
in their government becomes neces- 
sary. I can think of no instance, In 
Europe at any rate, of a dictatorship 
or an absolute system of government 
having come to an end without up- 
heaval or disaster, Besides, dicta- 
torships invarlably tend to. foster 
corruption and. to ‘develop their own 
“margins of invMelency." ‘ 


But in thme of war the discipline 
which dictatorships can and do im- 
pose upon their peoples, by force and 
terror, undeninbly possesses certain 
advantages. Dictatorships can strike 
swiftly, unexpectedly and hard, Suc- 
cess in aggression rivets their hold 
on thelr peoples. And the testing 
time for democracies comes when ag— 
gression forces them to, fight for their 
freedom. The question then arises 
whether free peoples.ure able to over-. 
come their margins of inefficiency 
and tg attain, by voluntary discipline 
and spontancous effort, » degree of 
efffciency higher and more lusting 
than that which any dictator can 
Impose upon an enslaved pcople.

though. it be that in 1917 and 1918 
the “democracies” came within an 
ace of losing the war, they did in 
the end wear down and break up the 
disc!pUne of their foes, It was only 
after the war that they lost cohesion, 
relaxed their efforts and falled to 
understand the requirements of a 
peace that needed to be concelved 
as a creative adventure in the field 
of human freedom, not negatively as 
u mere absence of armed strife. 


I have never doubted that while 
representative democratic systems of 
government are harder to work suc- 
cessfully than absolutist Institutions, 
they contain within themselves a 
higher degree of resilience, a more 


potent virtue, than any system of 
compression can command, 


Seven years ago, in a atudy of 
Hitlerism and “The Totalitarian 
State”, I wrote: — 


“We should have a care lest we, 
by harbouring perverse and degey- 
erate conceptions of democracy, be- 
tray its’sound principles and’ smooth 
the path of the enslaver, Democracy 
is not a system devised to assure the 
economic or social predominance of 
any one class. It is, at lowest, a 
form of mutual assurance 
the curtailment of Individual rights 
and liberties, Its underlying assump- 
{lon “being that these rights and 
liberties, thus assured, shall be used 
in a spirlt of self-devotion to the 
common weal. The practice of true 
democracy demands personal service 
and personal sacrifice from those who 
engage in it. Thus interpreted, de 
mocracy is capable of a - free efi- 
ciency which none of its foes can 
rival, If it be stoutly and worthily 
served, it may yet shoty*the world 
a safer and a snner way out of pre- 
sent troubles than any ,violent sub- 
stitute for individual freedom can 
offer.”

STALIN’S FINAL DECISIONS about Russia’s 
future policy ‘will be influenced largely by the 
results of Hitler’s moves against Britain in the 
next few weeks, according to many political 


observers in Turkey. 


Molotov's speech is regarded by these observers 
as an indication that the Soviet is at present 
marking time while increasing its own defen- 
sive preparations under the cover of co-opera- 


tion with Germany. 
Stalin and Molotov, it is 


considered, see the need 


for preparing Russia to safeguard her own in- 
terests whether Hitler’s attack against Eng- 
land succeeds, collapses or fails to materialise. 


The fmpression is growing in Tur- 
key thnt Molotov’s speech leaves the 
door wide open for a further jm- 
provement in Anglo-Soviet relations 
if it is desired. * 

Two further points emphasised by 
Ankara commentators are:-— 

Firstly, that the lip-service paid 
by Molotov to the agreement with 
Germany docs not affect in the 
slightest essential the fact Russla 
cannot afford to allow Germany to 
progress eastwards, and

pectodly cordial reference to Italy 
may: well be the first public In- 
dicatlon of Ruesia’s Intentlon of 
supporting ttaly In acting as a 
counterpolse to German aspirations 
In the Balkans.’ 

In uny case, it appears that the 
next move in the poker game which 
the Axis powers are now playing 
among themselves is for Germany to 
try to justify the boast that she Is 
on the point of winnjng .the war.—

GERMAN AIR 
LOSSES 


“The Times” refers to 
German losses of 240 air- 
craft in the past month and 
says that the loss in German 
air personnel, conservative-: 
ly put by the Air Ministry 
at 600 in the past month, is 
much more serious to the 
enemy than the loss in 
machines, 

There ts definite evidence of im- 
perfect trnining among the German 
airmen, : 

Moreover, although German 
losses have been a small percentage 
of thelr total air strength, they 
have been oa high percentage of the 
alreraft actually engaged. In the 
Dover battle, the Germans lost not 
far short of one-quarter of thelr at- 
tacking force, and no air arm could 
endure a loss on this seole for long 
with unimpalred morale, 

Though the superior quallty of 
British alrmen and aircraft is not 
new, it is new that in these local. 
engagements. we were not Invarinbly 
and from first to last inferlor in 
numbers. This fs one sign that the 
relation of our air strength. to that 
of the enemy has recently been 
modified In our favour, 

There is ample evidence that our 
alr offensive against Germany fs 
much more welghty and effective 
than thelr, air offensive ogainst our 
territory. There is evidence dur- 
Ing the past month of the ‘increased 
eMclency of our A.A, guns.

The French Supreme 
Court of Justice is meetin: 
at Riom, near Vichy, bu 
for material reasons the 
court is unlikely to start 


actual proceedings for some _ 


days after its first sittings. 

The decree of convocatibn docs 
not set forth the objectives of the 
Court. They will be. made clear by 
the Minister of Justice in his intro- 
Auctory address, which the Council 
of Ministers will approve shortly, 

Terms of the decree are broad 
enough to enable the magistrates to 
“find a vast field of investigation.” 

The Court will take action ogainst 
Ministers, former Ministers ond their 
elvii and military subordinates ac~- 
cused of crimes and misdeeds or 
having failed to carry out the duties 
entrusted to them. Persons accused 
of attempts against the security of 
the State will also be tried. 


“War Crimes” 


The ‘law’ will be. applicd to “all - 
crimes ond misdeeds which contri- 
buted ta the transition from peace 
to war' on September 4, 1939" and 
to “acts which aggravated the con- 
sequences of the situation then 


_ | created.” 


Tho decree does not provide time 
limits, so the Court’s action may 
hear upon facts several years before 
a state of war was proclaimed, It 
{s emphasised that . the Supreme 
Court will take over Jurisdiction of all 
such cases even though they might 
already. have becn brought up before 
other courts-~—Havas.

Further details of success- 
ful R.A.F. activity in East 
Africa were contained in 
yesterday morning’s com- 
munique from Cairo.

Not Excited 


Britaln Is not excited by the re- 
port from Germany, which appears 
In the New York “Times” and 
states that the German. artillery 
le hbelng ect op atl along the 
Franco-Belglan coast!from Bou- 
tougne to Dunkirk. 

It is pointed out in London that 
the Germans have not yet set up any- 


thing -like the number. reported. in. 


the New York “Times” and that un- 
less the Germans have a new type 
of long-range gun of which we are 
totally unuware it is unlikely that 
this long range artillery wlll be very 
effective, 

Guns, of course, can fire across the 
Channel and much further too, but 
not with uccuracy or effectiveness. 
For shells to be fired that distance 
they must have a heavy charge be- 
hind them, and to stand up to this 
a very thick wall is necessary—in 
fact, the shell is nearly all. solid 
steel and carries only a small amount 
of explosive. When it burst, its ex- 
plosion §s comparatively slight. 


100 Rounds At Most 


Apart from the cost of such shells, 


-| ware and tear on the gun itself Is 


heavy, and it unlikely that cach: gun 
will be able to fire more than 100 
rounds,

“{ wish I could release as many as 
that,"" Major Willcocks told the Sun.

Doubtless, therefore, it must have 
been culculated that the fall of Purls 
would mean the collapse of France, 
that Corslca, Savoy and Nice would 
be handed over and that Morotco, 
Algerla and Tunis would be sur- 
rendered to become provinces of a 
resurrected Roman Empire, 

It would then be for Hitler to 
deal rupidly with Britain while the 
remaining obstacles to Itallan ex- 
punsion in the Mediterranean were 
being removed and the seas thrown 
open ta make way for the German 
domination of the world. All this, it 
Js reputed, $s due to be accomplished 
hefure the summer is past. 


In fact, the spirit of France hus 
not been extingulshed by the fall of 
Paris, on the contrary, It expresses 
itself more resolutely and more 
Iuminously than ever before. 

The speech of M. Reynaud his 
made ft plain that no success by the 
German armies on lund will achieve 
the subjugation of the French Re- 
public, 


Mussolini’s Inference 


Thus, whitever the fortunes of the 
battle now raging, the German 
armies will not decide the result. 
The ultimate conclusion of the can- 
test will be. determined on the. sen.

It Is noteworthy that up fo the 
tine of the invasion of Norway by 
Germany, Mussolini! had refrained 
from any open expression of his con- 
fidence in German victory.

When, on June 10th, the fnal step 
was taken, it came as no surprise to 
the Allies. Indeed, they were In o 
position to answer at once by slrik- 
ing, sharply and effectively,, at all 
points which lay open to attack, 


Delay In Striking 


It would hove caused no astonish- 
ment if, within a few hours of the - 
opening of hostilitles it had been 
found possible to unnounce that oll 
Italy’s principal armament factories 
had been bombed to destruction, that 
her naval ports had been shelled, that 
Abyssinia was in revolt and that 
Libya was belng assulted from ‘either 
side by land, air and sea. : 

But for thelr preoccupation with 
the events in France, the Altics 
would undoubtedly have been able to 
take a formidable offensive against 
their new enemy and her possessions.

Tho British Fund for Rellef in China, 
forinerly known as the Lord Mayor's 
Fund, has just made a-grant of N.C.$73,- 
000.00 to the Jnternational Committee for 
Chinese Industrin) Co-operatives Producttve 
Rellef Fund for rellef of the flood victims 
tn the South Hopel area. 

In this area there are about atx million 
people on the edge of starvation. Ac 
cording to ofMfictal statistics the total’ flood- 
ed area In Hopel extends ever 35,000,000 
mow consisting of more than 100 districts. 
Other reports any that not more than 3 
per cent of’ the fomilles have any grain at 
all. . 

Owing to Interference by the panese, 
the puppet regime and peopli with “spe.

rendered extraordinarily dificult, The dis- 
tribution of money for rellef has proved 
quite Ineffectual.

THE present struggle into which, 

i one after ‘another, neutral coun- 
- tries ore being drawn, is a clear-cut . 
fight between democracy and og- 
xrension, between lbert and dicta- 
torship. It is not a clash belween 
frent military powers, If this were 
ro, neutral countries, large and small, 
tnight safely sit back as apectutors, 
watching the drama, Indifferent to 
the result, although perhaps sym- 
pathetle with one side or the other. 


No country, neutral or otherwise 
in the Old World or In the Yew, can 
fail to be profoundly and materially 
affected by the outcome of the strug- 
ile, At the present stage, Inoffensive 
countries, however anxious to Ilve in 
pence, are being successively threat- 
ened by armed aggressors. Citlzens 
of neutral nations should therefore 
realise the aims for which the oppes~ 
ing sides are fighting in this fe and 
death struggle, and should ask them- 
selves tot only from which of the 
helligerents do these thrents of ag- 
gression urise, but also whether they 
themselves can safely sland aside, 
and for how long, They should also 
consider what they stand to gain, or 
lose, by throwing: in’ thelr lot with 
one side or the other, 


Pro-Ally Sympathies 


As a british obi over whe, since 
the outbreal. of the European war, 
has had the privilege of visiting the 
Atherican republies and of mixing 
with many of thelr aost prominent 
ind cultured eltizens oD have not 
falled to note that apart from in- 
dividuals of German extractlon— 
who themselves are by no menns un 
mnimous-the sympathies of the 
overwhelming majority of educated 
American citlzens, in) North 
South Ameri¢n alike, are over- 
whelmingly on the side of the Allivd 
democracies. This view has been 
arrived at despite the persistent and 
desperate attempts of German pro- 
pagandists to diminish these sym- 
pathies by the assiduous dissemina- 
tion of false information about Nazi 
aims and achtevements. In faet, Naz 
propaganda of this sort, cynically 
indifferent to the truth, netually con- 
stitutes one of the best forms of 
propaganda in favour of the Allies.

Briefly stated, thelr 
fret effort must be to crush the Nazl 
aggressors und to stamp out that 
mallgnont infection which threatens 
the freedom of all civillsed coun- 
tries, When this has been success- 
fully accomplished, the next — taste 
will be a constructive one, to divert 
the present Intolerable expenditure 
on armaments tu the providing of 
socia) benefits and soctal security, 
to maintain the independence of all 
countries, great and small, to educate 
mankind In peaceful co-operation, to 
foster international justice by agrec- 
ment, ond to guarantee in a free 
countty his individual liberty to 
every good citizen, % 

Britaln secks no new ter- 
ritories to dominale, no new pco- 
ples to govern. She Js fighting for 
\the freedom of civilised man. Moral 
rights, claimed by every thinking 
citizen are not the invention of poll- 
{lclans nor of philosophers; they are 
inherent in the privileges of every 
free man, 

Those who live under totalitarian 
governments are slaves, often willing 
slaves whose every act and word is 
controlled und whose minds are in- 
Numed by the delusion of race 
superiority, instilled Into them from 
childhood ,onwards, The German 
state now constitufes a fanatical 
brotherhved, organised essentially 
for ngzression. It ix equipped with a 
grent military machine. . With this 
machine Hitler and his accomptices 
have captured severat smaller Euro~ 
pean states and attacked others. But 
in. Britaln’ they have come 
up ugainst a foe equally well-equip- 
ped, their superiors in courage and 
determination to win, 

What steps is Britaln taking to en- 
gure and to accelerate victory?

Britain 
placed traditional rellunce on her 
Navy and Alr Force and her Army 
of 200,000 men recrulted entirely 
from volunteers, to protect her vital 
Vines of communication. Why was 
thls? Great Britain's policy was one 
of peace. She threatened nobody. 
Her arms were for defence, not for 
aggression. 

Unfortunately, the march’ of events 
in 1938 and 1939 made it evident that 
there were no limits to German og- 
‘gression in Europe. So for the first 
time in history, compulsory service 
was Introduced in Great Britain in 
peace-tlme. This measure was not 
premature, On the contrary, hostili- 
ties hud broken out before the first 
batch of conscripted: men had com- 
pleted their training. © Since then, 
conscription has gone forward 
systematically; hundreds of thousands 
of troops are undergoing intensive 
training whilst production of power- 
ful armaments ond munitions fs now 
proceeding swiftly und steadily. 

By incrensed taxation, by govern- 
ment loans and by a steady stream 
of War Savings, Great Britain «is 
raising thousands of millions of 
pounds to finance her war effort, Her 
key industries—coa), fron, steel, 
textiles, chemicals and transport—- 
highly organised before the way, are 
now even more efficiently co-ordinat- 
ed and at work for the special pur- 
pose of the war. The successful ex- 
ploitation of all these econdmic re- 
sources is made possible by British 


command of the seas and by the P 


skill and cool courage of hor mer- 
chant seamen, 


The fact thot thousands of eager 
volunteers are arriving from overy 
British Dominion to join the British 
forces, is in itself a stu'e sign of the 
justice of the British cause and a 
challenge of final victory. For these 
men from the Dominions there is no 
compulsion. It is the. ideal of liberty 
which Inspires them and it‘ Is this 
inspiration: and: the . staying power 
of the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions which .will assuredly. carry 
them to victory. No temporary re- 
verses can dount.- them; -no partlol 
success will unduly clate them, The 
temper of tho-Britlsh peoples is one 
of stern resolution ant ‘of inflexible 
determination that thé couse’ of hu-

Shortly before ‘the out- 
break of war, I toured 1,000 
miles through Italy. I talk- 
ed with industrial magnates, 
journalists, soldiers 
workmen and gained a re- 
presentative cross-section of 
italian opinion, It was the 
second sample-test I had 
taken in two years, and I 
discovered that every month 
of Axis politics and .propa- 
ganda was making Musso- 
lini and his German army 
experts more unpopular. 

In deciding to wage war at this 
moment against the Allies, Musso- 
lint has taken on the gamble that 
will spell his downfall. 

Not only {s it the desperate bid 
of a losing player at the gaming. 
tnbles of history. It Is 2 move of 
mad topsy-turveydom and = almost 
extreme paradox, 

As Commander-in-Chief of the 
Itallan forces, "Mussolin{ is leading 
to battle a band of unti-Foscist 
generals, unti-Foscist soldiers, a 
people whose very religion is on the 
side of the Allies, and a King who 
wants nothing more thon to see his 
son established {in a thronc-room 
from which the Fascist minions have 
been swept forever. 

Throughout Italy in the past few 
weeks the Fasclats have been chalk-- 
ing thelr slogay, “Work, suffer, 
fight!” Overnight, the last word has 
been crossed out and substituted with 
“walt!” In town after town, Govern- 
ment posters and slogans huve been 
torn down, 


“Death To Fascism” 


At Bergamo, only a few months 
age, conscripts of the 1905 class de- 
monstrated ugainst the regime with’ 
cries of “Death to Fascism! Down 
with war! Only lost January the 
police arrested hundreds of Italiuns, 
for denouncing Mussolint'’s Axis 
polloy in iMegal leuficts. In Naples) 
organised rloting recently broke out 
in ‘protest against the grinding 
poverty: Wages os low as ever und 
n 50 per’ cent. riso’ in the cost of 
living in recent years. 

The trained . students whe gather 
in the squares to chant ‘Nice, Tunis, 
Corsica!" und recelve {ree passes to 
the pictures that same evening, have 
never been representative of the 
Italian people. The complete absence 
of any response to Mussolini's up- 
peurance on the cinema screen has 
Reports of re- 
volts of soldiers have even leaked 
through to the outside world, past 
a censorship und propaganda syatem 
50 thorough that even the headlines 
of newspapers are suppiled from 
Faselst headquarters. 

In Sicily, the very Achille’s Heel 
of Italy, on underground separatist 
movement-has gone from strength to 
strength. The Fascist police walk Jn 

pairs through the alleys of Palermo, 

so strong fs the probability that they 
will otherwise be beaten up. Posters 
have actually appeared with such 
messuges os “The gap: between 
Fosclsm ond Italy cannot be 
bridged!” “Down with the Italian’ 
Empire!” “Long Live the sigue 
Republic!” 


Derisive Posters 


"When Mussolini paid a visit to 
Sicily, he had-to be protected by an 
army .of 150,000. roars: and police. 
The night before his arrival a squad 
of offictols invaded tho island to re- 
move the autonomist posters and 
stickers from the walls . . . and 
even then they re-appeared in time 
to greet Dute with derision. - 

tn France, Vanni - Rosa, who has 
directed Sicilian separatist operations 
from this sanctuary, iso real dan- 
ger to Mlissplinl and a great ‘poten- 
tol ally for. Britain and Frahce. . 

Yet even without this the issue of

every order fron Mussolini's head- 
quarters must now be accompanied 
by precarious results, You do not 
easily go to war. with an ally who 
has Jong been the subject of bitter 
jests, 

One of the greiutest industrialists 
in Milon wise-cracked to me that 
the Duce had exchanged the Passo 
Brennero (Brenner Poss) for the 
Passo Romano (The goose step). A 
few months ago, when the Axik 
seemed temporarily to have been 
dropped, un I[tallan writer of yreat 
standing and popularity dared the 
censorship to write to me, “The Axis 
doesn’t exist any more! We can once 
again hold up our heads as Itallans,” 

There is even evidence that Mus- 
solini coulf only get munitions out 
of such powerful factories as Flat 
and Terni by leading Breda and 
other Itulinn manufacturers to sup-

pose that the munitions were secret- 
ly required for the Allics, 

Certainly, at the start of Hitler's 
war, a wave of antl-Fascism swept 
through Italy, o greater fever thon 
had been known before. Lauded, 
then, were the army captains who 
refused to work beneath Germans, 


and the youth: organisation which’ 


refused to take part in festivities in 
Hitler’s honour. Italians began to 
indulge In wishful thinking; wild 
stories ran riot to the effect that 
Mussolini had been shot; that a secret, 
treaty with the Allics had actually 
bevn, signed. 


Curried Favour 


Wildly, at this stage, Mussolini 
curried favour with his people. 
Through his Propaganda Ministry he 
pushed the story that Italy would 


only be dragged into the war by the 
hatr of Mussolini's head, 

This catch-phrase ran from the, 
Alps to Bari, for everyone knew that 
Mussollni bad become bald aos u 
coot. 

From all the sourcey of informa- 
tion open to me, I know that a con- 
siderable swing of public opinion in 
favour of Mussollnt followed this 
hint of peuce. Opposition to Musso- | 
lini's regime crumpled even in 
Florence, Turin) and other = dis« 
tressed Industrinl centres, Italy was 
doing welt as a neutral, Even the . 
Itallan liberals, soclalists, humanists, 
Communists und others who have 
plotted the increasing opposition tu 
MussolinI were befooled, Mussolini 
was golng to save Italy from war, 
So far and good. Mussolini during 
that recent phase, achieved his great 
est popularity since before Abyssiniu 
~—~nnd took advantage of It, 

What is to happen now that he hus 
betrayed Italy and ordered them to 
the sloughter-house? Italian troops, 
it is suid, will serve behind the 
Slegtried Line. Italy will gain Suez 
and Gibraltar. Italy's submarine flect 
Is to work wonders. But whot will 
happen to Italy's under-rehearsed 
Navy, her obsolete airforce . . 
and what will be the morale of the 
conseripted troops who falled to 
subduc tho natives after seven 
months in Abyssinia? 

I look ‘back at Italy. I sce again 
the angry, sullen expressions of the 
bystanders of Naples as the um- 
bulances came tn ‘with the wounded ° 
from Abyssinla, I hear the cultared 
volces of the magnates who assured 
me, “We have stood much, but we 
will never stand war, and never willl. 
we fight for the, Germans,” 

I nee tho poverty and rot that has 
spread through Italy. And 1 belleve 
that at. the first disoster, the first 
retreat, the House that Mussolini has 
Bullt, will crack from top to bolton. 
It sometimes takes a revolution to 
remove rulers, But not when they are 
removed from the top.

No shadow of bit- 
terness or blame crosses our minds 
us we survey the ruins of thelr beau- 
tiful land, They went under as much 
through the faults and omlsslons of 
our own former rulers as through 
own lenders. 
The consequence is {hat the enemy 
will now use against us their b 
bours and airports, their iron-oFe and 
their munition works, and he may 
have acquired their reserves of oll 
and gold. 


Indeed, in this situation, there are 
all the conditions for a popular rising 
on the model of the Commune of 
1871. Unhappily, no movement of 
that kind could succeed while the 
German occupation continues, 


The prospect that now faces us is 
that a double war will continue—a 
war for the defence of this Island, 
and, at the same time, for the main- 
tenance of the Allled outposts in the 
Dominions, in Africa, nnd In Asia. 
That offers to our sea power great 
advantages, but It has [ts political 
dangers. 


This is a struggle for freedom and 
survival, and not for empire. The 
French will have to win the whole- 
hearted support of thelr Arabs, and 
we have still to reconeile the Indians. 
They are too chivalrous to take ad- 
vantage of our peril, but that does 
not excuse us from the duty of 
according to them the right to deter- 
mince their own future. Only by 
reconciling India can we prove our 
own fitness to survive, 
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How long must we fight alone? 
Probably for some months, which 
will be the most anxious but also the 
proudest moment in our history, But 
if E read President Roosevelt's mind 
correctly, he is already in intentlon 
our ally and will one day be our, ally 
in fact. ‘ 

He $s mobilising the vast industrial 
resources of the United States to aid 
uy, but that is not all. His appoint- 
ment to Cabinet posts of two leading 
Republicans, Mr, Stimson and Colonel 
Knox, fs a‘bold move that reveals a 
wider purpose. He fs creating from 
both the older partles a new pro- 
gressive grouping that will make an 
end of the tradition of Isolation. 


It Is.now more than probable that 
he will ask for a third term os Pre- 
sident and that he will obtain it. In 
thut event, we may dare to hope for 
more than planes and guns. 


Even if America sent no army to 
Europe, or sent it only after a long 
delay, a declaration of war from 
Washington would transform our 
whole outlook, It would spell for us 
the sure promise of final victory, and 
while the church bells ring in Ger- 
many to celebrate the Nazi triumph, 
it would sound the knell of Hitler's 
empire. With the New World against 
him, he could not win.

There Is another hope of victory, 
however, that we shall discard, If we 
ure wise. Under official Inspiration, 
the dally Press predicts for next win- 
ter o famine that will grip all 
Europe. Poor ‘harvests, it is said, 
will second the work of our blockade, 
Who will suffer? Not the German 
armies, which are aiways well fed: 
not-even the German population; for 
we ore told, doubtless with truth, 
that Hitler's machinery of extortion 
will draw from France, Holland, and 
Denmark all the food they possess 
and even from hungry Norway the 
food St lacks. 


This means that our blockade will 
be starving not the Germans, but the 
children of our own helpless allies, 
and our Norwegian friends. If they 
die in theit thousands or grow up 
to a rickety and stunted manhood, 
wlll that help us to victory? : 


T venture to propose, as I have 
done before on this page, that with 
American support, we formally 
abandon our food blockade, while 
maintaining more strictly than ever 
our strangichold over raw materials 
and munitions, I do not believe that 
it Is possible to starve out a con- 
queror who knows no mercy and 
holds all Europe in his hand. 


It is a popular delusion that we 
won the last war by our hunger 
blockade. What is more nearly truce 
is that by this expedient we lost the 
peace; for we created a resentment 
that Is still alive to-day. The Ger- 
mans lost the war first of all because, 
one by one, their Allies were knock- 
ed out. The Turks and Bulgarians 
were certainly not starved. 

In the second place, the German 
armies were rendered helpless by 
the scarcity of oll, They had first to 
fall back on horses to draw their 
guns: In the last phase they had no 
petrol even for their defending 
planes, Ludendorff's memoirs con- 
firm this opinion, which. I base on 
my own talks with German officers. 

We should lose nothing, then, by 
an act of humanity. We should 
gain the lives of our own friends and 
allies and in so dolng we should save 
Europe from a ruin on which no 
happy future could be built. Let us 
remember that, thanks to Mr. Chur- 
chill’s Insplration, our French allies 
of yesterday are our fellow-citizens 
of to-morrow; must we doom them 
to death by hunger?

It is assumed that this statement tears u 
irrevocably the pronouncement of Mr. Arita, 
former Foreign Minister, in which he recently 
professed interest in the maintenance of the 
status quo in the Netherlands East Indies. 

It is recognised in Washington that the Japanese 
volte face poses important problems for the 
United States, and although Secretary of Stato 
Cordell Hull yesterday. refused to comment on 
Mr. Matsuoka‘s statement, on the grounds 
that the official version was not yet available, 

‘the State Department is watching every de- 
velopment closely and with concern. 


Some commentators sec Japan as 
headed bilndly for war definitely 
with Britaln, and probably with the 
United States. 

One commentator Is sarcastic to a 
degree in referring to Mr. Matsuo- 
ka’s comment on “toadying to for- 
eign powers.” 

This commentator, «whose radio 
audience Is estimated at nine million, 
says “tondying” is a new word for 
diplomacy and, in view of the fact 
that the Far East troubles are due 
to Japanese fallure to observe her 
trenty obligations, “perhaps toadying 
is n new word for treaty observance.” 


Hand Of Bertin 


The “Washington Post” In a car- 
toon yesterday pictured ai minute 
Japanese militarist before o  dis- 
torting mirror magnifying him to 
Riant proportions, with the caption 
“Based on the yen.” 

Washington also aces the hand 
of Berlin In the new Japaneac 
policy for It has long been known 
In the American capital that Gor- 
many, apparently uncertain of an 
early victory over Britain, te 
striving might and maln to bring 
Japan Into the war on the side of 
the Axia. 

But there is sti a large body in 
Washington with the opinion that 
Mr. Matsuoka’s statement was more 
sound and fury than intention, and 
that the Burma Rond bluff having 
succeeded, more heat is being ap- 
plicd In the fervent hope of obtain- 
Ing equal success on 2 wider scale. 


U.S. Policy Unchanged 


Informed quarters indicate that 
American policy remains aos stated 
by Mr. Cordell Hull some weeks ago 
when he sald plainly that the Unit- 
ed States desired the maintenance of 
the status quo in the Pacifie. 

The “Washington Star” declares:

“Japan's attitude doubtless springs 
from belief in a Nazi victory and 
American {neffectiveness.”
